ning to come in from all parts of the 
, country as to how the two plans which 


have been proposed for a rebate or 
credit to the taxpayer will affect those 
corporations and individuals who may 
have made money in the year 1023 but 
who were not as fortunate in the 
year 1926. 


In other words if a man paid an in- 


come tax of 55,000 during the year 
1926 
and met with financial leverses 


so that in March 1927 he had no in- 
come tax to pay, the credit of 10 or 12 
per cent which it is proposed be giv- 
en him would be a credit against zero. 
Under President Coolidge's plan to re- 
fund cash, ;hc taxpayer in question 
would get back a tenth or more which 
would be an actual rebate. 


MANY DIFFICULTIES ARISE 


This illustrates only one of a great 


number of difficulties that are arising 
in connection with the announcement 
o£ the administration's decision to ^ 
turn in some way $250,000.000 of tax 
receipts. 


Although the surplus has actually 


been used to pay off a portion of the] 
public debt, it has been suggested that 
the government could make rebates 
out of current treasury receipts winch 
would mean, of course, an increased 
borrowing in the regular quarterly fi- 
nancing operations of tiie treasury. 


MAY COMPEL 'SESSION 


It is beginning to lo'ok more and 


more as if the rebate plan injected at 
this time will compel a re-opening of 
the whole tax problem. The meeting 
just held here ot" corporation execu- 
tives asked that the additional tax re- 
cently levied on corporations be le- 
pealed at once. This means that oth- 
er interests equally anxious for relief 
•will want changes made at the short 


, session of congress. It will be difficult 
to resist the pressure for a revision 
of the whole revenue law insofar as 
essential rates aie concerned.

THE IDEAL OF LAWRENCE 


President Henry Merritt Wriston's ad- 


dress "Wednesday noon in which he said 
it is the ambition of Lawrence college to 
obtain the "maximum yield o! character 
and leadership" from its students is a 
striking indication of a new tendency in 
education throughout the country. Per- 
haps it is more pronounced at Lawrence 
than in some other institutions but 
schools and teachers everywhere are 
coming to it. 


From time immemorial it has been the 


practice in schools and colleges to attune 
school work to the ability of the slower 
students, and teachers devoted the major 
portion of their time to helping those who 
either would not or could not help them- 
selves. The brilliant student was held 
back in spite of himself: the pacemaker 
was the slowest, no* the fastest pupil. 


But a great change has come about, es- 


pecially in the higher type institutions of 
higher learning. But even in the grade 
schools, way down to the 
first grade, 


more attention is being paid to the bril- 
liant student and less effort is made to 
hold him to the level of the one not so 
brilliant. 


In Lawrence college a very deliberate 


effort is being made to help the brilliant. 
Only those young people who have 
shown exceptional ability in their high 
school days are admitted to the college, 
for it is seeking only high grade material 
•from-which to build a high grade product. 
It seeks to produce leaders, men and wo- 
men who can go into the world with men- 
tal and spiritual training to be factors in 
the guidance of others. 


And that, it seems to us, should be the 


ideal of Lawrence. 
Xever was there a 


greater need for men and women of 
breadth of learning, with a deep sympa- 


• thy for and understanding of people and 
their ways and modes of living as there 
is in^this age. The world is filled with 
highly trained men, specialists in every 
profession and in every work, but there is 
a. dearth of men whose training is broad 
enough to look over their personal or 
professional troubles and see the greater 
and more important things beyond. 


Tliere is need and great need for voca- 


tional training but let those schools espe- 
cially equipped for that work offer that 
training and let schools like 
Lawrence 


give the broader and more important 
training for leadership that this world 
requires. Dr. \Yriston is on the right road 
and if he continues on it Lawrence will 
continue to grow and broaden and pro- 


• duce the kind of men and womea which 


its founders hoped it would. 


But it is no easy task to adhere to the 


high standard which Dr. Wriston has set" 
for Lawrence. It requires an iron will-and 
a. firm resolution of its executives. It is 
no easy matter to maintain the enroll- 
ment at its present high figures and yet 
admit only the most promising material 
from high schools. It requires 
a. high 


type of salesmanship to secure a 
suffi- 


cient number of students from a field tLa* 
has been drastically limited by the en- 
trance requirements of the college.

The 
standard of the school will be judged by 
its products and parents and educators

AUTOINTOXICATION CAN'T 


The idea conveyed to your mind by the term 


autointoxication is an absorption into the blood of 
waste matter or poison from the intestine. 
There 


is absolutely no evidence that any such thins oc- 
curs, except in complete obstruction of the bowel, 
and in such a case only prompt surgical inter- 
vention can save life. If you cherish the autoin- 
toxication obsession, where did you fret the sugges- 
tion? Not from physiology. You sot it from the 
lostrum gentry, from ihe fad iii-aier or from some 
leurotic symptom swapper who in his misery wants 
ompany. 
There is a demonstrable state which physicians 


all toxemia—which means poisonous matter in the 
>lood. This occurs in many different sicknesses, 
iarticularly infectious or serin diseases. In some 
uch diseases we know precisely v. hat the poison is 
—for instance the toxin in diphtheria. Po this^is 
not a theory, but an exactly determined fact. With

iave you ever heard any exploiter of that mythical 
Ondition identify any particular poison or waste 
ubstance or even hint at the nature of the poison 
ic professes to be concerned about? Of course not, 
iccause the moment he dors that, we've sot him 
:ornered. for he'll ba unable to produce any trace 
>f his alleged i>o:.*on to substantiate his claim. 


These 
toxins or poisons which we find in the 


ilood in many kinds of sickness are produced in 
he tissues of the body (and the blood is a fluid 
issue) either by the life anil growth of disease 
germs or by altered or perverted metabolism in the 
ick body or both of these factors. It i.s important 
o understand clearly that no such poison i.s "ab- 
orbeu" from any body cavity. It is toxemia (poi- 
on in the blood) and not autointoxication. Tov- 
mia is the main feature of such diseases as diph- 
heria. pneumonia, tetanus (lockjaw), scarlet fever, 
nfluenza. and an important feature of tuberculosis, 
nephritis, and a score of functional disorders which 
.re not so definitely labelled. 


Besides such poison in the blood in sickness, the 


•rdinary waste matter of the body is carried by 
he blood to the excreting- organs—lungs, kidneys, 
iver and intestine, in health as in sickness. Even 
hough not affected with organic disease, the lungs, 
or instance, may become inefficient, sluggish, in- 
ictive, torpid, and fail to excrete their n.uota of 
vaste matter. Indeed, this is a much more likely 
sccurance than is a sluggishness of liver, kidney or 
ntestinnl excretion (intestinal excretion is not to be 
confused with bowel movements). When the rate 
jf excretion of waste material (mainly carbon di- 
>xide and water) through the lungs fails, there is 


retention or accumulation of such waste in the 


body. That may be reasonably called autointoxica- 


ion. 
You see it is not at all what the charlatans 


conjure up as "autointoxication." 


The body can handle a. rcnso 


jueh waste matter or toxins in the blood and the 
capacity of the body to do .so depends on the health 
of the "individual. Head that over thoughtfully if 
vou are enamored of the autointoxication bunk. It 
neans that the retention or accumulation of tox- 
ns or poisonous waste matters in the "system"— 
n the blood—is an effect of ill health and not a 
cause of it. But thare goes, the bell. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Protecting the Children 


Please let me know what you think of innoculat- 


ing children against diphtheria and how old a child 
should bo before this is done and. if it makes chil- 
dren sick or does being vaccinated prevent disease 
other than smallpox. "Would you advise having him 
innoculated, he is not vaccinated? (Mrs. C. H. A.) 


Answer.—Every child between 2 and 5 years 


should be protected against ,the great danger of 
diphtheria by means of the toxin antitoxin injec- 
tions. This is not innoculation, but just immuniza- 
tion. Before it is given the child's susceptibility to 
diphtheria may be determined by the Schick test. 
Neither the test nor the administration of the tox- 
in antitoxin to children found susceptible makes the 
children sick. It is in the preschool age that diph- 
theria is most fatal and for that reason 
children 


should have the boon of the Schick test and the 
immunization treatment if they prove susceptible. 
Vaccination protects against no other disease than 
smallpox. Whether the child has been vaccinated 
or not. by all means give this life saving immunity 
against diphtheria before the child starts school.

9 to 2 defeat, the 
first time a Waukesha team has accomplished 
this feat in a great many years. 


Armstrong has a team fully as strong as 


last year's champions. They have been sweep- 
ing over everything their size this year and 
even made the University of Iowa step out 
to earn a victory. Carroll romped off with 
Ripon and found the rest of its opponents 
easy meat. 


r.ut Catlin promises the Waukesha 
col- 


legians some real competition Saturday after- 
noon. He has been pointing his Blue team 
for several weeks for the Carroll game and 
has evolved a brand new offensive which is 
calculated to pulverize the Presbyterians. 
Practically all of last week and this week has 
been devoted to drilling the Blue team in this 
new type of game. 


Carroll has a good passing attack and Cat- 


lin has been evolving a defense for the plays 
\\lnch Carroll has shown. It will be surpris- 
ing if Carroll gets away with the passes which 
demoralized Ripon last Saturday. 


Football coaches of all the teams which 


Lawrence has played have learned to respect 
Catlin's strategy. 
Many a time a superior 


team has come, to'Appleton sure of victory 
only to be upset by Catlin's football tricks. 


Catlin figures that Carroll probably has a 


superior team, man for man. and if it were 
just a battle of teams Carroll would win 
handily. Realizing this handicap Catlln has 
set about to outwit and tthlnk Armstrong's 
crew and Saturday's battle may be more of a 
contest of wits than of brawn. 


Lawrence is not blessed with an exception- 


ally strong line this year. It has been punc- 
tured quite frequently and has not always 
held out invaders. Much time has been spent 
with the line in the last two weeks to drill 
the men to hold out the Carroll forwards 
until the backfield can set in motion the 


formations and plays which Catlin has de^ 
vised. 


Trick plays and that sort of thing are abso- 


lutely impossible with a weak line, no matter 
, how fast and how tricky the backfield mea 


are. They must have time to get their play 
in motion before the opposing forwards can 
reach them. That is the secret of teams which 
depend on puzzling formations to advance tha 
ball. 


Catlin has at least three backfield men wha 


are able to make consistent gains because of 
their speed. Xone of them is a consistent 
line plunger but all know how to run. Xason, 
is considered as fast a backfield man as there 
is in the conference and he is quite adept at 
skirting the tackles. Briese time and time 
again has shown his ability as an open field 
runner. If he can get started and get by the 
first line of defense he will give the Carroll 
team plenty of trouble. His performance. 
however, will depend a great deal upon the 
help he gets from his front line. If the for- 
wards are able to hold back.the Carroll team 
until he gets started Briese can be counted,.. 
on for some long runs.

Lawrence 
fumbles were responsible for most of its 
troubles.

Blue Mentor Given Credit for 


Saving Team from Beating 
Back in 1903 


That football players of two decades 


or more ago were just as smart and 
clever as the best of them are today 
is Indicated In an article printed by 
The Chicago Tribune on Thursday re- 
garding a game between the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Northwestern uni- 
versity in 1903. The game is of partic- 
ular Interest to Appleton persons be- 
cause Mark Catlin. present coach of 
Lawrence 
college, stole a ball from 


Northwestern and prevented a Purple 
touchdown and victory. 


The article, written by James Cruis 


Inberry of the Tribune sports depart- 
ment from Tribune files, gives Catlin 
credit for stealing the ball and pre- 
venting a. Northwestern victory but is 
not quite accurate as to how the play 
was made. 


According to Mr. Catlin, the rules in 


those ancient days provided that if a 
team did not make the necessary five 
yards in three downs It was permissible 
for the team either 
to punt on its 


fourth down or to take the ball back 
twenty yards nearer its own goal ant 
take four more downs. Northwestern 
secured the ball early in the game ant 
kept it almost all the entire period, 
would fail to make 
its downs but 


would not punt. The team always pick- 
ed the ball up and carried it back 20 
yards. 


Some substantial advances 
were 


made, however, and eventually North- 
western was in the shadows of Chica- 
go's goal posts and a touchdown seem* 
ed Imminent. What to do! Strategy 
was necessary and so it was decided 
that on the next play the Chicago 
players would pile on top of the North* 
we&tern ball carrier and would remain 
on top until some Chicago man could 
wrench the ball away from the Purpla 
player. Referees in those days did not 
blow the whistle until there wasn't a 
ghost of a chance to make 
further 


progress on the play. 


Fleager. captain of the Purple team, 


was given the ball and cut around Cat- 
lin who was playing end. Catlin nailed 
his man just over the goal line, plant- 
ed his cleats in his chest and then 
wrenched the ball out of Fleager"* 
hands while the rest of the Chicago 
team pile on top of the two prostrated 
players. When the pile finally was un- 
tangled there lay Catlin with the ball 
in his arms and 
Northwestern had 


failed to score a touchdown. 


Chicago then punted out of danger 


and Northwestern again began its as- 
sault on the Chicago team but never 
again got a real opportunity to score.'
